dollars have been lost owing to fake 
promotions, high pressure salesmen 
and fraudelent sales. Many family 
Companies got into the hands of prom 
oters. These men expanded the comp- 
anies by issuing stock far in excess 
of the real value of the assets, They 
thetselves reaped such a rich reward 
but this watered stock made such a 
great capital debt that in poor times 
dividends were passed. 

Years ago business was done by 
individuals, later parteners worked 
together and still later small stock 
companies were formed. Now mest of 
the business is done by large corpor- 
ations with thousands of shareholders 
Without any doubt many senior offic- 
ers of these big institutions have 
been very greedy and grasping. They 
have taken large salaries themselves 
regardless of the welfare of the share 
holders, the employers or the consum- 
ers of their product, 

The Marketing Act is an Act to im- 
prove the methods of selling natural 
products at home and abroad, It has 
been debated for three weeks and

many changes have been made in it. 
A Dominion Board will be set up at 
Ottowa to regulate the time and place 
of selling. It will determine the quan- 
tity and grade that may be sold and 
may prohibit sales, 

A number of producers may petit- 
ion the Minister to set up a scheme 
for marketing any product. If approv- 
ed, the local people elect a Board and 
every producer must market through 
this scheme. The Minister himself 
may set up a scheme in any district, 


The Governor—in—Council may re-| 
strict or prohibit the import or export | 


of any commodity concerned. This 
Was opposed as it takes from Parlia- 
ment the control of the tariff. 

The Local Boards act within a prov- 
ince and the province may decide on 
the marketing agency. The Dominion 
Board looks after export and inter- 
provincial trade, 

The Minister may investigate the 
costs of production, price spreads bet- 
ween what the grower gets and the 
consumer pays, trade practices, poli- 
cies, grading, transportation nad ete. 
Any one who 
spread or is convicted of other unfair 
practices may be punished by a fine 
or imprisonment.
